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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 3-4, of applicant's response, applicant 
argues that the split screen mode of Hendricks will display all of the commercials in a split screen format and thus will not select and 
expand one of the commercials. 

In response, the split screen method disclosed by Hendricks is utilized as a transmission method. To save bandwidth, multiple 
commercials are transmitted together in a split screen mode (column 40, lines 13-34). Only one commercial will be selected for display. 
This one commercial is shown by either a masking technique to Hide all of the unwanted commercials or by scaling and repositioned the 
desired commercial (column 40, lines 13-34). Thesystem would also perform audio switching to amplify and output the correct audio 
(column 40, lines 13-34). Thus, applicant's arguments are not convincing, as Hendricks provides for expanding and displaying the 
selected commercial, as the appropriate commercial is scaled to fit the display. 
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
